Sacramento State was recently crit 
cized for failing to graduate Afncar 
American foothall players 

An arucle published in the October 
issue Of Emerge magazine named 
CSUS along with four other Division | 
schools—- San Jose State, Southeast 
mn Louisiana University in Hammond 
md Boise State University-—who did 
KM graduate any African-American 
football players 

[he article also said that 50 schools 
graduated less than a third of then 
Atncan-American 
Nationwide only 39 percent of eligibie 
black players graduated, while 60 per 
cent of white players graduated 

CSUS Athletic Director Lee 
McElroy admitted there is a problem 
“It (the NCAA 
we did not enhance their ability to do 
" McElroy said. “We 
recruited them to play football.’ 

According tothe 1994NCAA Divi 
sion | Graduation Rates Report, CSUS 
has failed to graduate in under six yer 
African-American football ple yers 
who began their freshman year in 1983 
84 through 1987-88

tween 18 and 30 Afncan-Amencan 
CSUS football players were members 
of the qualified classes and received 
athletic aid. Of these students, none 
graduated within six years, leading to a 
Q percent graduauion rate

The CSUS Poandation Board 
of Directors will vole today on 
whether or nota Taco Bell fran- 
chise will be allowed at Sacra- 
mento State. 

The yote will end months of 
debate that began when campus 
Chicano/Latino groups voiced op- 
position over Taco Bell coming to 
campus. 

These groups are agninsta Taco 
Bell franchise because they say 
the slogan “Cross the Border” in 
ofiensive to their Culture and ad- 
vocates racism. 

Despite this opposition, a sur- 
vey conducted by the State Hor- 
net published in Tuesday’ s issue, 
reports that 85 percent of students 
polled are in favor of a Taco Bel 
restaurant coming to campus, and

only 12 percent think the fact that 
some students are offended by Taco 
Birtl’s slogan shovid prevent a Taco 
Bell trom opening Gn campus 

Stephen Hendersan, Associated 
Students Inc. president and board mem- 
ber, Said he expects the board to vote to 
allow the Taco Beli franchise 

Henderson said the recent survey 
coofinns what he already believed, 
“Clearly the majority of students sup- 
port Taco Bell.” 

Henderson supports a Taco Bell 
franchise because he feels it will be 
good for the university. He said it 


will keep students here to eat and 


create a sense of community on cam- 
pus, providing good economical food 
and bringing in lots of money for the 
CSUS Foundation, which is losing 
monty on food service.

The Hornets won the biggest game in 
thesr history when they defeated the Uni 
versity of Texas Lady Longhorns 88-85 
last Sunday in the first garne of the season. 

The Homeis had help from established 
team leaders Sarah Stapp, Caree Ander- 
son and Shelby Boudreaux, who com- 
bined for a total of 3% points and 12 
rebounds, and also from neweomers Marci 
Ralphs and Kris Karley 

Ralphs was the team's leading scorer 
with 24 points and 5 rebounds. Karley 
was pivotal in the backfield, playing 30 
minutes at point guard and making a team 
high 4 steals 

These performances were even more 
impressive when you consider that this 
was the first time that either Ralphs or 
Karicy had ever played basketball at this 
level—especiatly against a national pow: 
erhouse like Texas. 

“L wasn't real nervous com ing into this 
game,” Karley said. “Last year we went to 
the playotfs at American River, so | feli 
like { could handle the pressure.”

M was obvious that there were several 
things that the Hornets would need to 
work on to maintain a successful season 

“There are a couple of things that | 
want to work on before this tournament,” 
Head Coach Sve Huffman said, “One 
thing is transition defense, There were a 
couple of times that they threw the ball 
right over our heads and we weren't even 
looking at it. Another is having people

come off the bench and be able to be 


productive nght away.” 

While it was the Homets free throw 
shooting that won the game, it was re 
bounding that almost cost them the game 

The Hornets were out rebounded 51 
36 during the game, In the second half 
there were several times that they missed 
@ shot and only Texas players wore there 
to grab the ball 

“They really clobbered us on the 
boards,” Huffman said. “li's unusual too, 
because we're usually equal or above in 
that category.”
